The New Year. 


The past twelve months have been, on the 
whole, months of recovery and progress. 
No other year since the end of the Great 
War has encouraged a more substantial 


awful conflict were not endured in vain. 
The League of Nations has established 
itself firmly as something higher and more 
powerful, spiritually and morally, than 
the. materials of which it is composed. It 
has given a new direction to human 
purpose and has created sanctions which 
had no previous existence in human 
affairs. We may begin now to believe that 
within the next decade three great forces 


of civilisation, working in harmony, 
will eliminate much of the waste, con- 
fusion .and misunderstanding that 


throughout all the ages have ranged people 
against people and class against’class. The 
settlement of the long Franco-German 
quarrel and the pressure -of thé old 
world’s economic needs may hasten the 
coming of the United States of Europe, 
which‘ will conduct with the United States 
of America an exchange rather than a 
rivalry of wisdom and experience. A true 
Commonwealth of British Nations 
born during the year, in London, and is 
destined to be a predominant factor in 
man's advance and a precious insurance 
of his peace. History, we doubt not, in 
spite of the cruel folly of the coal strike 
and the sore losses of trade, will regard 
1926 as one of England 's proudest years. 
Never before in the centuries which the 
Archbishop of York recorded last night 
with thirteen blows on the gates of York 
Minster has the British genius revealad 
itself so nobly on a stage so vast. 

For Ireland, too, the past year. is 
memorable. It saw the fulfilment of the 
o-Irish settlement. The letter of that 
setflement was sealed five years ago, but 
it remained unvivified until, in November 
last; the Imperial Conference achieved its 
great: task of political reconciliation. 
To-day the Free State, convinced at length 
of the reality of her independent status, 
is a willing partner in the prestige, the 
opportunities and the responsibilities of 
the British Commonwealth. It is too soon 
to try to assess the results, political, 
social and economic, of this development. 
Politically, however, the new relations, 
between the Free State and England must 
have happy reactions upon the Free State's 
relations with Northern Ireland. For the 
moment both States are concerned with 
domestic problems of trade and taxation, 
and each has its special anxieties ; but if, 
as we hope, these anxieties are relieved 
within the next few months, the fifiished 
year, 1927, may be able to look back upon 
a large levelling of barriers. No reason 
remains which should prevent President 
Cosgrave and Sir James Craig (whom our

It is a 
treaty of ‘‘ reconciliation and arbitra- 
tion,” which, while renewing friendly 
relations between Germany and Italy,

years. Nobody can object to this arrange- 
ment. Even the French Press accepts it 
prima facie as a welcome sign of the 
return of normal conditions in Europe, 
and comment generally, while reserved, is 
not unfavourable.

American Plays. 


In their zeal for moral reform the 
people of the United States, having dis- 


prohibition, are turning their attention to 
the theatre.- A campaign bas been started 
against immorality on the stage, and some 
of the leading producers of New York have 
been informed that, if they do not mend 
‘their ways, “‘an indignant, public will 
demand a gensorship which will. be 
objectionable to everybody.” In the 
circumstances the principal theatrical 
managers of the city have decided to 
constitute themselves a board of censor- 
ship for the purpose of preventing the 
performance of suggestive or salacious 
plays.. They are in a difficult position; 
for, while the reformers demand a purer 
stage, the play-going public is clamouring 
for more and more daring productions. 
We have much sympathy with the critics 
of the American theatre; but our objection 
to its plays is not merely that they 
are often immoral, but that they are 
dismally dull. The average revue from 


the average “legitimate” play is little 
better. It is difficult to “‘sit out’’ an 
American production, even when tt js per- 
formed at a West End theatre in London, 
where the price of admission is so high 
that one hesitates to make a present of it 
to th management; yet a certain 
séis of the public seems te prefer 
this kind of thing to intelligent drama.

They have their place in our day-to-day 
life, and individuals and communities alike 
may fall victims to the one and the other. 

January, 1928, will find this State more 
stable, more prosperous, enjoying in 
greater measure respect and good-will 
within the comity of nations in precise 
proportion to the extent of our national 
endeavour within the year 1927. Things 
do not, as a rule, happen fortuitously. 
There is cause and effect in the life of a 
State, as in the life of an individual. 

If the next new year finds us more 
it will be because, by conscious 
effort we will have eliminated factors of 
instability. If it finds us more prosperous, 
it will be because of harder work or better 
methods reM@lting in an improvement in 
the quantity or quality of our produce. 
If it finds us enjoying a higher repute, it 
will be because within the year there gyas 
disappearance or diminution of the things 
which make for our discredit. 

All .these desirable results can be 
achieved by national endeavour, which 
can be neither greater nor less than’ the 
sum total of individual endeavour. But, 
if they are not achieved, we must not 
blame the year 1927. 

I wish to all your readers a new year 
made happier and more prosperous by their 
own efforts. '

The former British officer, Captain 
Vivian Stranders, who is alleged to have 
been involved in espionage Im France on 
behalf of Germany, was to-day brought 
before the examining magistrate. 

The -accused stated that he had sent in- 
formation with regard to French aero- 
planes and their engines to Dr. Weber 
(the alleged head of a mysterious German 
organisation), and also .with regard to 
motors with caterpillar ‘wheels (used in 
desert crossings), but that this informa- 
tion was purely commercial in character, 
and was in no way secret. 

Dr. Weber is reported to have given a 
questionnaire to Captain Stranders in 
which he is alleged to have asked for 
informatién about machine guns for aero- 
planes. The only information sent was 
with regard to the position of the guns 
which could have been seen by anyone in 
the aviation exhibition. Captain Stranders 
admitted that he had received 1,500 marks 
from Dr. Weber. 

M. Peyre, the examining magistrate, 
confronted Captain Stranders with the 
director of an aviation factory in Paris, 
who declared that he had had only com- 
mercial relations with Captain Stranders. 
and had néver been asked by him for any

RAIDERS IN A BANK. 


CIVIC GUARD WOUNDED 
AT LUCAN.

Early yesterday morning two men tried 
to rob the branch of the Royal Bank 
of Ireland at Lucan, County Dublin. They 
failed to get any money, and before they 
left fired shots at the police barrack, 
which . is nearly opposite the bank, 
wounding one of ‘he Guards. 

Shortly after midnight an armed and 
masked man, having entered the bank by 
breaking a window at the rear; made his 
way to a bedroom, where the caretaker, 
Mr. Giblin, and his wife, were sleeping. 


CARETAKER QUESTIONED. 
Ordering the caretaker out-of bed, he 
asked him if he was the manager, and 
when Giblin told him that he was not, 


the raider demanded the keys of the 
office. He was told that the manager 
had them, and then wanted to know 


where the mamager lived. The caretaker 
told him that he did not know—that he 
thought he lived in Dublin. 

The man next ordered Giblin to go out 
by the broken window, and when he got 
to the flat roof of a lavatory outside, 
followed by the raider, he saw a second 
man, who also was wearing a mask and 
carried a revolver. 

This man, who was standing on the 
roof of_an adjoining house, had a clear 
view of the Civic Guard station on the 
opposite side of the road, fifty yards 
away. 

After a time this man fired three shots 
towards the station, one of which broke a 
window. 

The caretaker was then told to go 
away, and the two raiders jumped into a 
yard at the rear and escaped. 


GUARD WOUNDED. 

At about 12.30, while the raiders were 
still in the bank, two of t uards re- 
turned to the station fyefm patrol duty. 
Soon afterwards one fof them, Guard 
Bracken, left the barrakk for his lodgings 
in the village. He hod @nly stepped oút- 
side the door when three shots were fired 
by the raiders on the roof, and he was 
struck by a bullet on the right jaw and 
fell. eS 

Just thew a sergeant of the Guards 
from Chapelizod and two detectives, who 
had been investigating the cutting of tele- 
phone wires on the Lucan road, arrived 
at the- barrack. They picked up the 
wounded Guard and brought him into the 
barrack, where he was seen afterwards py 
a doctor. His injury was not. serious, 
and he was able to go to his lodgings. 


CHIEF COMMISSIONER ON THE 
SCENE. 

Apparently the raiders were alarmed 
when they saw the two Guards returning 
to the station, and, believing that they 
were about to be attacked, fired at the 


station just as Guard Bracken was 
leaving. |

EXPLOSION IN THE 
~ LABORATORY. 


M. SPAHLINGER’S FIGHT 
WITH THE GERMS. 


From REUTER's CoRRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Friday. 

On Wednesday night, about ten o'clock, 
while Dr. Spahlinger was working in his 
private laboratory at the Spahlinger In- 
stitute here, a large glass flask containing 
huge quantities of virulent cultures of 
tuberculosis exploded. 

The explosion was so violent that the 
deadly germs were scattered over the whole 
room. Allowing none ‘of his assistants to 
enter the room for fear that they might 

cohtract the disease, Dr. Spahlinger re- 
mained in the room for several hours, 
hanging his clothes and disinfecting him- 
self and thoroughly cleansing the 
laboratory. 

A similar accident occurred last year, 
and affected the scientist’s health for 
several months. In order to avoid explo- 
sions special containers had been made; 
but, in spite of all precautions, one of 
these exploded with a loud report, 
deluging the room with a mass of deadly 


germs sufficient to wipe out entire 
countries. 
Dr. Spahlinger resumed his work next 


morning as if nothing had happened. He 
is grieved at the loss of such large quan- 
tities of tubercule bacilli, which had taken 
considerable time and trouble to grow. 

It is to be hoped that his strong im- 
munity against tuberculosis will protect 
him once more against the fatal germs, 
which he inhaled after the accident, whilé 
taking the necessary steps to kill the 
bacilli and prevent them from harming 
others. 

The work at the Institute is proceeding 
as usual, 


QUESTION OF A TEST.

ATTITUDE OF BRITISH 
MINISTER OF HEALTH. 


In a letter to Sir Warden Chilcott, 
M.P., who wrote asking what steps the 
Minister proposed to take in order that 
the Spahlinger treatment for tuberculosis 
might be applied in England at the 
earliest possible date, the Permanent Sec- 
retary to the British Ministry of Health 
says :— 

“All Ministers of .Health during the 
last four years have kept closely in touch 
with Mr. Spahlinger’s work. 

“Mr. Spahlinger has been repeatedly 
seen personally by the present Minister, 
and a definite proffer was made to him to 
arrange for a thorough test of his remedy 
in this country, but so far they have 
understood that Mr. Spahlinger has been 
unable to furnish material for investiga- 
tion. ! 

“He iss well aware that the Ministry 
are prepared to arrange for an immediate 
investigation and test of hig remedy at 
any time. 


TEN SELECTED CASES. 
Dr. Thomas Nelson, assistant physician 
to the Brompton Hospital and the St. 
Geosge’s Hospital London, in an article 


in the Lancet, refers to ten cases that 
were ‘‘treated under the immediate 
supervision of Mr. Spahlinger himself 
between November, 1915, and August, 
1914.”

under conditions ideal for research. 


RECOVERY CLAIMS. 


It was recently stated that schedules 
of 489 patients treated by the Spahlinger 
method since 1912 showed 74 per cent. of 
recoveries between 1912 and 1925, and 
90 per cent. of ‘‘ definite responses’ to the 
treatment during the year ended April, 
1920. These schedules were ‘‘ certified as 
correct by six medical

and the Factory Acts. The truth is that 
to many minds the attraction of political 
success arid the prospect of official ‘posi- 
tion are irresistible. They are bent on a 
career, and if their hopes are defeated or 
too long deferred ix: one camp, they hurry 
into another while its possible candidates 
for influential or lucrative places are 
still few.. The Opposition must come into 
Office some time. It will have to fill a 
number of posts with men who possess an 
indispensable minimum of the essential 
qualifications, and then—so the calcula- 
tion runs—they will be obliged to dis- 
tribute them among the recruits or the 
renegades: who were the earliest to join.

An accident oceurf¥d to the 8.33 train from 
Eastbourne to Victoria while it was travelling 
at about fifty miles an hour on the Lewes 
side of Glynde yesterday morning. Two 
springs of the driving wheels on the left side 
of the engine broke, and this caused othe: 
damage to the locomotive, including the 
breaking of a sand pipe and the disconnection 
of the vacuum pipe between the engine and 
the tender, which brought the 
standstill. 

The windows of the sixth coach were 
broken by ballast being thrown up from the 
permanent way by the broken parts of the 
engine. <A train from Hastings, which wa 
following shortly afterwards, was stopped at 
Glynde, and, proceeding slowly, pushed 
broken-down train into Lewes.
